Such  were  the  comments  heard  after 
"the  program  of  stunts,  sponsored  by 
tho  Student  Council,  and  presented  in 
the  College  auditorium  Friday  night, 
February  7,  from  eight  until  eleven. 
•Judging  from  tho  sizo  and  enthusiasm 
of  the  audience,  which  practically  fillod 
the  auditorium,  tho  Campus  Comedies 
■of  1930  were  probably  the  most  success¬ 
ful  of  the  similar  programs  given  each 
year  since  the  feature  was  introduced 
four  years  ago. 

Although  the  audience  indicated  by 
its  cheers  that  all  the  stunts  were  out¬ 
standing,  everyone  seemed  to  agree 
•with  tho  docision  made  by  the  judges, 
Mrs.  George  R.  Seikel,  Mrs.  Ray  O  ’- 
■Grady,  and  Miss  Doris  Walker,  as  to 
the  three  winning  events. 

Tho  first  number  on  tho  program, 
■“Tho  Fountain  of  Youth,”  presented 
~by  the  Dramatics  Club,  was  a  prize¬ 
winner.  A  magician,  at  the  beck  of  his 
wand,  called  forth  the  powers  of  the 
heavens  and  of  the  under-world  in  an 
•effort  to  restore  youth  to  a  woman. 
After  all  else  had  failed,  he  called  upon 
the  Spirit  of  Youth,  who  called  forth 
the  youth  of  the  lady  in  song,  while  a 
-sparkling,  tinkling  fountain  of  youth, 
-contributed  its  part  to  the  setting  and 

tho  magic.  . . “  ’  ’ 

The  lighting  effects,  the  suggestive 
•costumes,  the  genius  of  reality  and  orig¬ 
inality  contributed  to  tho  success  of 
the  most  artistic  stunt. 

Tho  prizo  for  tho  most  humorous 
stunt  wont  to  the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma 
fratornity  whoso  members  gave  an  in¬ 
terpretation  of  tho  Follies  of  1889. 
Much  amusement  was  afforded  tiie  aud¬ 
ience  wlion  members  of  the  “frat,  ” 
dressed  in  tho  styles  of  forty  years 
ago,  gavo  an  exhibition  of  square  danc¬ 
ing,  accompanied  by  the  fiddling  of 
Fred  Barboo  and  the  calling  of  Russell 
“Whitoy”  White.  It  seemed,  from  tho 
•effect  it  had  on  those  who  saw  it, 
very  comploto  and  realistic. 

Tho  Primary  Council  with  its  drama¬ 
tization  of  “Littlo  Black  Sambo”  in 
its  stunt,  “The  Tell-Me-a-Story  Lady,” 
won  tho  award  offered  for  tho  stunt, 
anost  characteristic  of  tho  organization. 
As  tho  lady  representing  a  primary 
teacher  told  a  littlo  girl  tho  story  of 
Bambo,  the  littlo  African  boy  camo  out 
on  tho  stago  with  his  green  parasol 
und  now  clothes,  just  as  the  story  goes, 
and  pantomimod  with  tho  tigers  .to 
make  tho  littlo  girl’s  story  realistic, 
Tho  costuming  and  junglo  sceno  liavo 
rocoivod  many  favorablo  comments. 

In  addition  to  tho  prize-winnors,  thir¬ 
teen  other  stunts  added  much  to  tho 
program,  and  gavo  the  audionco  an  iden 
of  tho  various  phases  of  campus  lifo, 
as  well  as  of  tho  originality  of  the 
students.

Mr.  Rickenbrode  Tells  of  Beauties  of 

the  Islands,  the  military  Equipment 

and  the  Industries  of  Honolulu. 

My  dear  Mr.  LaMar: 

Another  copy  of  tho  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  camo  today.  Wo  certainly  thank 
you  for  sending  it.  As  our  stay  of  seven 
weeks  on  tho  island  is  about  ended,  we 
will  not  get  many  more  papers. 

Tho  Bearcats  arc  surety  playing  the 
game.  Wo  aro  anxious  to  know  liow 
the  second  game  with  Kirksvillo  came 
out  and  also  tho  games  with  Warrens- 
burg. 

Wish  we  could  describe  tho  beauties 
of  this  island  of  which  the  hylisons  is 
the  official  flower.  There  arc  some  1500 
varieties  of  this  flower.  Besides  the 
many  flowers  there  is  a  groat  profusion 
of  shrubbery.  They  say  85  per  cent  of 
which -  are  not- grown  elsewhere.  There 
aro  two  mountain  ranges,  not  so  high, 
but  wonderful  in  formation  and  setting 
makes  the  island  very  picturcsquo  as 
wo  pull  into  dock.  Hero  the  Aloha  (sig¬ 
nifying  affection,  good  wishes  and 
goodbye)  Tower,  and  tho  Royal  Hawai¬ 
ian  band  of  some  30  piecos  with  two 
soloists  having  marvelous  voices  greet 
tho  boat  at  tho  dock  and  you  aro  sold 
to  the  island  before  tho  gang-plank  is 
lowered. 

Muck  to  our  surprise,  wo  wore  mot 
by  two  former  S.  T.  C.  students,  Miss 
Blanche  Anderson  and  Mr.  Lewis 
Worth,  who  arc  teaching  on  this  island. 
They  directed  us  to  many  placos  of  in- 
torest. 

On  Now  Years  cvc,  just  as  tho  sun 
was  sinking  into  tho  Pacific  wo  were 
bathing  at  tho  world’s  famous  Waikiki 
Beach.  Wo  go  often  as  wo  aro.  only  two 
blocks  from  this  beach. 

The  throo  great  inaustrios  of  this  is¬ 
land  aro  tourists,  pineapples  and  sugar¬ 
cane.  It  takes  about  18  months  to' ma¬ 
ture  a  crop  of  pinoapploB  or  sugar  cane, 
but  a  now  crop  of  tourists  is  produced 
with  every  incoming  boat.  Thoy  hail 
from  tho  mainland,  '  Australia,  Now 
Zoaland  and  tho  Orient. 

Ono  of  our  first  auto  trips  was  almost 
around  this  island.  Following  tho  beach 
much  of  tho  way.  Ono  groat  point  of 
interest  was  crossing  tho  Nuunnnu  Pali 
(precipice)  where,  in  1775,  tho  warriors 
of  this  island  wero  thrust  ovor  this 
procipico  and  onco  moro  King  Kamoha- 
meluv  bogan  to  oxorciso  his  power.  This 
trip  was  made  in  ono  day  including 
some  side  trips.  Returning,  wo  camo 
through  tho  sugar  cuno  and  pinoapplo 
section  of  tho  island.  Ilundrods  of  acres 
of  each  will  give  you  some  idea  of  tho 
crop  how  growing.  Eithor  of  thoso  crops 
mature  anytlmo  during  tho  year.  Ono 
fiold  is  in  tho  planting  procoss,  anothor 
may  bo^ono-half  matured,  and  anothor 
being  hurvosted.  Tho  sugar  mills  are 
now  running  24  hours  per  day.  It  tnkos 
about  48  hours  to  produco  'refined  sugar 
from  tho  raw  cano.  Tho  pinoapplo  can- 
norics  aro  only  running  part  timo  at 
this  season. 

Thoy  surely  have  plonty  of  airplanes 
ovor  hero  too,  Froquontly  wo  see  a 
largo  group  flying  in  formation,  and  it 
is  not  uncommon  to  soo  thorn  disapponr 
ubovo  tho  clouds  and  rainbows.  Thoro 
is  a  U.  S.  Naval  base  hero  whoro  thoro 
aro  many  naval  pianos,  submarines, 
torpodo  boat'  dostroyers  aud  numerous 
othor  boats  including  two  which  bo- 
lorigod  to  tho  Admiral  Dowoy  floot  dur¬ 
ing  tho  SpanUh-Araerican  War, 

This  is  also  a  groat  plauq  jfqy  Army 
posts,  Thoro  aro  throo  almost ,  within 
tho  city  limits  bosldos  sovoral  othors. 
Quo  mountain  near  us  is  heavily  forti¬ 
fied,  but  its  Kmpu  (keep  out)  sign  pro-

Tho  Gonoral  Electric  is  conducting  an 
oloctrieal  course  for  high  school  grad¬ 
uates,  and  I  am  toaching  four  classos 
in  physics  each  week.

To  Twenty-two 

Victorious  Ovor  Capo  by  39  to  26  and 

47  to  19  Scores  Strengthen  Bearcat 

Load.  Ford  Stars  for  Indians. 

Two  moro  of  tho  eight  remaining 
hurdles  in  tho  M.  I.  A.  A.  basketball 
race  wero  easily  cloarod  last  Friday 
and  Saturday  nights  when  the  Bear¬ 
cats  journeyed  to  Capo  Girardeau  and 
defoated  tho  Indians  39  to  25  and  47 
to  19.  These  wore  tho  ninth  and  tenth 
conference  wins,  and  the  twenty-first 
and  twenty-second  wins  in  as  many 
starts  for  tho  entiro  season  for  the 
Maryville  toam. 

Both  games  wore  comparatively  easy, 
as  the  scores  would  indicate.  In  the 
first  game  tho  Bearcats  practically 
smothered  their  opponents  until  Coach 
Iba  sent  in  tho  entiro  second  string. 
Frequent  substituting  permitted  Ford, 
Capo  forward  and  conference-leador  in 
scores,  to  get  hot  and  raise  the  Indian 
talley,  but  at  no  timo  was  there  any 
danger  for  the  winners. 

.Tho  second  game  saw  both  toams 
fouling  frequently,  and  at  times  going 
was  rather  rough.  Fischer  was  ejected 
from  tho  game  shortly  before  the  end 
of  tho  first  half  by  the  four-foul  route, 
and  his  opponent,  Bragg,  soon  loft  by 
tho  samo  means.  Ford  was  so  closely 
guarded  by  Stalcup  that  he  was  unable 
to  do  any  good  with  tho  score,  and  in 
the  meantime  McCracken  scored  17 
points  to  overtake  and  pass  the  lead  for 
scoring  in  tho  conference.

and  developments  which  havo  taken 
placo  in  our  time,  so  that.'  through  a 
just  anil  clear  discernment  our  young 
mon  nnd  women  may  properly  relate 
themselves  to  tho  duties  and  opportun¬ 
ities  of  tlioir  generation. 

Wc  must  not  forgot  tho  mnny  schools 
of  experience,  in  ono  or  moro  of  which 
every  American  must  take  his  courso, 
but  what  wo  havo  regarded  as  tho  Am¬ 
erican  character,,  that  which  wo  dolight 
to  praise  ns  tho  dominant  American 
opinion  boenuse  of  its  clear,  practical, 
and  intelligent  view  of  affairs,  has  re¬ 
sulted  from  tho  intor-action  of  the 
influences  of  tho  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  on  tho  ono  hand  and  of  those 
schools  of  experience  on  tho  other.

County  Library  Has 
Many  Advantages 

Farm  and  village  communities  have 
established  various  successful  typos  of 
library  servico.  A  number  of  states 
have, ,  by  statuto,  made  possible  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  the  best  types  of  li¬ 
braries  for  farm  and  village  people.  Tho 
officials  of  many  counties,  townsliips 
anil  villages  havo  instituted,  by  local 
financing,  various  successful  rural  li¬ 
braries.  Various  library  agencies  and 
librarians  have  been  activo  in  assisting 
rural  peoplo  to  securo  a  number  of  suc¬ 
cessful  types  of  library  service. 

Thoro  lias  boon  a  County  Library 
Law  in  Missouri,  sinco  1921,  but  so  far 
no  county  lias  established  a  county 
library. 

A  County  Library  is  a  freo  public 
library  maintained  by  tho  County,  with 
books  and  magazines  for  everybody  in 
tho  County.  Tlieso  libraries  aro  sup¬ 
ported  by  those  living  in  tho  county 
outside  of  a  district  that  is  already 


maintaining  a  tax-supported  library. 

Branch  Hbrarios,  equipped  to  moot 
the  needs  of  renders  mill  students,  aro 
maintained  in  all  of  tho  towns  nnd  vil¬ 
lages  of  tho  County.  Small  collections 
may  be  placed  in  stores,  schools  and 
churches  if  tho  people  dcsiro  it.  Books 
aro  frequently  exchanged  by  tho  differ¬ 
ent  branches  anil  stations  so  that  al¬ 
most  any  book  is  available  anywlioro. 

Rural  Dolivory  and  Parcel  Post  on- 
ablo  a  library  to  send  books  diroctly  to 
any  individual  in  the  County.  Rural 
teachers  may  borrow  books  for  their 
own  use  and  havo  small  collections  to 
lend  to  tlioir  pupils.  Farmer’s  Clubs, 
Womon’s  Clubs,  nnd  Literary  Societies 
may  got  tho  help  that  they  nood  and 
tho  books  that  they  want.  Book  trucks 
will  mnko  regular  trips  over  tho  county 
taking  n  load  of  books  from  ono  library 
(and  depositing  thorn  in  tho  next  one. 
'  In  that  way  tho  books  aro  continually 
being  changed  about  so  ■  that  each 
branch  is  getting  in  a  fresh  supply  at 
regular  intervals. 

The  County  Library  is  supported  by 
a  small  tax  which  in  this  instance 
amounts  to  one-third  mill  only.  With 
this  small  tax  Nodaway  County  would 
have  an  annual  income  of  about  .$18,000 
which  would  bo  sufficient  to  support  a 
very  good  library. 

A  county  library  plan  would  con¬ 
sist  of  tho  following: 

Tho  people  of  Nodaway  County  vote 
to  establish  a  county  library  tax  sup¬ 
ported  for  maintenance.  Tho  County 
Court  would  appoint  four  board  mem¬ 
bers  with  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  as  cx-officio  mombor.  This 
county  library  board  would  estab¬ 
lish  a  county  library  with  trained  li¬ 
brarian,  headquarters  service  through¬ 
out  the  county  and  distribution  of 
many  choice  books,  by  parcel  post,  bus, 
personal  service  book  truck,  express 
and  private  conveyance.  These  book's 
would  bo  delivered  to  rural  schools, 
homos,  stores,  churches,  farm  organi¬ 
zations,  other  organizations  or  branch 
libraries  and  deposit  stations. 

A  petition  has  been  sent  out  to  the 
taxpayers  of  tho  county  which  is  plan¬ 
ned  to  be  given  to  the  County  Court  in 
time  to  havo  the  library  proposition 
voted  on  at  tho  April  school  election.

A  short  while  ago  attention  wus 
called  to  tho  fact  that  the  young  people 
of  many  localities  both  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe  had  protested  against 
the  displny  in  public  squares  and  parks 
of  captured  cannon  and  other  war  relics. 
Now  comes  another  interesting  protest 
— this  time  not  from  young  poople,  how¬ 
ever,  but  ono  much  interested  in  them, 
a  member  of  tho  Board  of  Education  in 
an  English  town,  the  big  manufacturing 
city  of  Birmingham.  Hero  pictures  glor¬ 
ifying  war  and  hung  upon  school  walls 
are  being  sharply  criticised.  ‘It  is  de¬ 
clared  that  the  showing  of  such  pictures 
is  “inimical  to  the  teaching  of  peace 
and  international  friendliness  which  it 
should  be  tho  business  of  the  schools 
to  encourage.”  “It  ought  to  be  the 
business  of  the  teaching  professions,” 
says  another  protostant,  “to  create  in 
our  boys  and  girls  a  new  spirit  that 
will  eliminate  once  for  all  everything 
like  hatred  and  recrimination  between 
nations.  When  pictures  which  glorify 
war  are  shown  in  our  schools  they  can 
only  be  looked  upon  as  a  part  of  the 
teaching  which  is  false,  nnd  it  would 
bo  better  if  such  pictures  and  somo  of 
the  films  glorifying  war  were  burnt.”

Tho  mem¬ 
bers  of  tho  class  also  talked  about  rugs 
in  relation  to'  color  of  tho  floor,  walls, 
furniture,  and  curtains  in  tho  room,  ns 
well  as  their  relation  to  tho  typo  of 
house,  and  the  size  of  rooms. 

Tho  class  contrasted  genuine  Orien¬ 
tal  rugs  with  American  rugs  which  are 
made  in  imitation  of  them,  and  which 
are  sometimes  sold  for  tho  higher- 
priced  article. 

The  students  wore  shown  tho  proper 
way  in  which  to  lay  rugs  and  woro  pre¬ 
sented  some  pads  that  uro  usod  under 
rugs  to  prevent  slipping  and  wearing.
